10 , 13, 15, 17, 22, 27, 22, 29, 32, 33, 34, 15, 16, 38, 40, 44, 46, 

47, 48, 04, 56, 57! 58; 59; 60,’ 61; 64; 65; 6?; 75; 76; 79j. ’ ’ 

Byron - D'. V'oQd, a former American ? v ', actually witnessed 
the final stages of the beating before carrying Voorjans back to the 

camp (Ex, 11). The beating was also witnessed bv Reginald 0. 

Billington, a British PW (Ax. 12), 

Johannes Brouwer, a Butch F' and camp medical officer 
was threatened and forced to say that Voorjans died of beriberi and 
not apoplexy (I'x. 20). 

The Japanese doctor, Br. Hirose who examined Tr oor,jans* 
body stated that he did not examine the bodv close enough to deter¬ 
mine whether the. death was caused by skull fracture (Ax. 72). 

Douglas 6. I T iyer. a former Australian P’" testified be¬ 
fore the Commission that he witnessed the beating for 15 minutes 
continuously (R. 42, 43). 


(P 6 of 17, Tno Case #228) 
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As to Specification 2 ; Albert Forth., a British P’ r 
had become mentally deficient as a result of his treatment by the 
Japanese, He was clumsy in his work and consequently the object 
. of.many beatings. He was suffering from dysentery and on one . 
occasion stopped to relieve himself by the roadside and was severely 
and savagely beaten with a stick by the accused. On account of 
this end many other beatings and judo treatments which he received 
daily, he became so weak and ill that he went to bed and died some¬ 
time in January 1945. The cause of his death v/as given as diarrhea 
(Ex, 21, 25, 29, 57, 62 ). 

. • In addition to his mental condition and dysentery, 

Forth was also suffering from mulnutri'tion and he had to be hauled 
. l. tp work. He lost about 80 'pounds in the camn. At one time the. 
accused re'quired Forth to stand on an iron Platform and hold a large 
piece of iron ove,r his head for a long time (Ex. 12, 14, 15, 16, 

. .47). 

The. official Japanese death certificate showed the 
cause of Forth’s death to be "paralysis of the heart, beriberi" 

(Ex, 69) 

As to Specification 3 ; In January 1945, L/Cnl 1, 0. 
'Hahn, a sick Australian P r was forced to %o to work at-the factory 
where he was severely beaten by the a-ccused*. He became‘so ill-that 
he-died in February 1945- (Ex. 6), ., 1 .

Number 117 (name unknown) about the head and back 
with a club about four feet long and one and one-half inches in 
diameter. The P r ’s head was badly cut and bruised and his nose 
was bleeding. Accused then threw cold water in the P ,f ’s face and 
forced him to continue work without, first aid (Ex. 30,' 63 ). 

As to Specification 7s Private Fred P. Thompson, a 


former American PW, in his own affidavit (Ex, 43)* static! that he 
was beaten with a club or whatever was within reach and kicked 
more than a dozen times bv the accused between October 19 4 4, and 
March 194*. 

His statement was corroborated by other -affiants in 
Exhibits 35, 36 and 46.

About March 1945, Pte Filter.Williams, an Australian 
PM suffering from the effects of malnutrition and liquid diet, 
stopped along the roa.d to relieve himself and on- arrival at the 
factory was taken before all of the other PWs and given a severe 
beating (fix. 49). a yA. A • 

Sergeant Morgan, an Australian P¥ ? suffering from 
beriberi was operating a radial drill at the factorv. He became 
too weak to continue this and asked tb be nut on a lighter job 
but was refused* Accused took a strong aversion to Morgan for 
making thi f f request and repeatedly abused him for it, Morgan be¬ 
came, weak, lost weight and became mentally deficient and later 
died (fix. 57). 1 

During the time the accused served as a guard at the 
factory, he excused only one sick PW from work (R. 37), 

Pte. H, L. Matthews, an Australian P 1F? ^ was beaten by 
the accused.at ^he factory (Ex. 40). 

In March 1945. the accused beat Pte Harold George 
Ramsey, an Australian PF with a stick until he became dazed and 
fell to the ground. Accused continued to beat him whi-le lying on 
the ground' and it was necessary for the fellow prisoners to assist

Accused then threw water over him to revive 
him and forced him to work the rest of the day. This Australian 
FF had pneumonia when he returned to the camp. Under the accused's • 
direction, the Japanese guards would practice judo on certain P-'s 
accused of infractions of the rules or not doing sufficient work, ; 

One PM named Billington was accused of smoking while working and 
was badly mistreated by doing judo on him and beating him and then 
holding his head under the water until he almost suffocated (fix 47). 

Pte J. E, N. Porter, an Australian PM, was beaten 
severely for not reporting to the proper Place for an air raid 
drill (fix. 52 ). ' * 

Accused beat George P. Carroll, an Australian P r; , with 
a stick on various' occasions (fix. 55).

Accused Tno served in the Japanese Army at different 
times between 1931 and September 194? and attained the rank of ser¬ 
geant. He is married arid has three children. He served in China. 
Lieutenant ITwamori was commander of Camp 11-D until 20 December 
1944* From then on, Lieutenant Tanaka took command (R 152). There 
were 37 prisoners in the camp at firs.t (R 152). One hundred Dutch 
prisoners arrived in September 1944. There were a number of Dutch 
prisoners suffering from malaria and beriberi. The company doctor, 
Dr® Hirose! treated the prisoner of war patients, with the assistance 
of a Japanese medical orderly. The list of sick was handed to the 
accused. ..After Dr. Brouwer, a Dutch prisoner of war, arrived he 
became assistant to. Dr. Hirose, but Dr. Brouwer, had decisive power 
(R 153)• Sick call for patient prisoners of war was at 1000, and 
at 2000-for working prisoners of war. Dr. Brouwer treated all the 
patient prisoners of war (R 154). The report of the number of sfck 
prisoners of war made, by Dr, Brouwer was given to Ino by Captain 
Smits. The list had to be approved tr r the camp commander. lieu¬ 
tenant, Tanaka came to Camp ll-D about every other dav (R 155)• 

Accused did not have the power to deterrain 0 who would or who would 
not' po to work and did hot order prisoners of war who were sick to 
work. He remembered the Voorjans incident and tried to call Dr, ' 
Hirose, Lieutenant Uwamori, Shibata and the H°elth Insurance Cor¬ 
poration, but was unable to contact or obtain any assistance to take 
care of : Vp 0 fjans (R 156, 157)* Ino took steps to have Voorjans 
hospitalized‘-but could not get it done (R 15?)* He'slapned F Harbor 
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twice in front of all of the othe,r, prisofters. of v?p;r for not coming, 
to attention but' 'Harper: did’, not fa‘11 'down CR 15$). Harper went to 
the Shinagawa Hospital in February 1945- (R 159). FT Forth was ill 
and Lieutenant Uwahori issued 'orders to be' careful of him oh account 
of his physical and mental condition. ' Forth was returned from the 
ho’spital (R 160).

On or abbut 15 April 1945 there was a heavy Allied air raid. Van 
Merode, a. Dutch prisoner of* war, was unable to' keep un with the 
column and'had to be assisted by the accused' and one guard. Tno 
and the .guard tried to carry v ? n Herode'on their backs but soon

Zenichi Sano* the witness* together,ivith the accused Ino* were 
carrying a prisoner of war away from the camp during an Allied air.raid.

Ino worked hard trying to rid the Camp of lice and vermin and 
controlled himself in the beatings. He tried to get food and medicines, for tho 
pra. Ichors of war and: succeeded in getting the working hours .shortened until 
higher authority ordered that the original hours be-restored. . Hs considered 1 
higher orders from higher headquarters, not for the best interests of the camp 
(e*4g). .-■■■- 
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In his affidavit Halter Higgs, an American prisoner of 
war, stated that he did not recall Ino beating any one prisoner aside 
from a few slappings and Ino did not order any heatings# Being in 
charge of the pamp, Ino might have prevented many, of 'the heatings. 

It was dark on the night of the Voorjans 1 incident (Ex. H), 

On the night of 16 December 1944 when Voorjans was 
injured it was .raining and- very d,ark, v D orjans fell out and, on 
account of the darkness, other prisoners of war could not see him. 
Onodera'began heating him and discovered.the stolen plate (Ex. 1). 
Exhibits.I and H were introduced by the prosecution as Exhibits 8 
and.47)| 

Voorjahs,had; a clean wound in his chest and it was not 
determined whether he was pierced from the front or back of his body. 
The examining doctor considered that a portion of the heart was 
pierced, resulting in death, but there, was a Possibility that the 
victim Voorjans died of a-spnyxiation. It did not appear that he bled 
enough to cause his death (Ex. J). A medical orderly, Byron D. 1! ood, 
saw Onodera beat Hoorjans after he was unconscious and he could hot 
say who beat him into a state of unconscidusness (Ex, K).

By order of higher Japanese Headquarters, the hospital census was 
not to exceed 10 percent of the camp personnel, but there were times 
vhen.it did exceed that amount and was approved bv Sergeant Ino 
(Ex. B). 

4. Opinion ;■ 

The record is, legally sufficient to support the findings of 
the Commission. Each allegation of the charges and specifications 
of'which both accused have been fbund guilty is substantiated by 
ample and competent evidence. The Commission was constituted by 
proper authority and had jurisdiction of the accused and the alleged 
offenses. 

The prosecution introduced evidence by exhibits consisting 
of -affidavits of former prisoners of.war-, camp guards, factor” 
workers, and official records and documents* In addition to the 
exhibits, five witnesses testified before the Commission, one of 
whom was-a former prisoner of war in Camps 11-B and 14-B* The de¬ 
fense introduced thirteen exhibits consisting of affidavits, official 
documents, photographs and one message form, In addition to the two_ 
accused, ten witnesses testified before the Commission, 

On recommendation of the Commission, and with the con¬ 
currence of the prosecution and the defense, Specification 11 was

stricken end Specification 10 was amended by inserting after the 
Word "sick", .the.words "and' others" (R 3 ). This in effect .merged 
Specifications 10 and 11, therefore it is not considered that any 
substantial right of the accused;.has been orejudiced thereby. The 
accused was fully apprised of the -offenses-with which he was charged 
and found .guilty. ' 

. J : careful.scrutiny of the entire record of trial fails to 

.find any error which substantially affected any right, of either 
accused, The accused were*ably defended by competent counsel, both 
Japanese and American advisory. -They cooperated in their own defense 
and both accused took the stand and testified'under oath in their 
own behalf-. The record reveals that they had a fair and impartial 
trial in every respect *; The. evidence supports the findings. There 
is no evidence that both, the accused were not sane either at the 
time of commission,of the alleged offenses or at the time of the 
trial, ■ 1 

The finding of guilty.under Specification 5 in the case 
against the accused Ino is in; itself sufficient to suoeort the ' 
sentence of life imprisonment. The accused himself admitted under 
oath the killing of. Voorjans. His plea of self-defense against a 
prisoner, of war who was so weak, he could not walk arid ‘keep up with 
the other prisoners is untenable. The finding of-guilty under 
t-.pecification 1 in the case against the accfused Onodera. is likewise 
in itself spi^^cient.-to pupp^rt the .sentence of life: imWlsonment,. . 

The e.videncev.conclusively .proves that: the accused r was* the only her--
